Whereas in pursuance of section 8 of the Delimitation Act, 1972 
(76 of 1972), the Delimitation Commission has, by its Order No. 3 
dated 21 June, 1973, determined the total number of seats in the 
House of the People to be allocated to the State of Manipur as two 
of which one seat shall be reserved for the Scheduled Tribes and 
the total number of seats to be assigned to the Legislative Assembly 
of the State as sixty, of which one seat shall be rescued for the 
Scheduled Castes and nineteen seats for the Scheduled Tribes;

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’VS^ereas the proposals of the Delimitation Commission for the 
delimitation of parliamentary and assembly constituencies in the 
State were published in the Gazette of India and in the Manipur 
Gazette on 2 July, 1973; 

And whereas all the objections and suggestions received in rela¬ 
tion to fte said proposals were considered by the Commission at 
public sittings held at Imphal on 26 and 27 September, 1973; 

We hereby determine as follows:— 

(1) The territorial constituencies into which the State of 

Manipur shall be divided for the purpose of elections 
to the House of the People and the extent of each 
such constituency shall be as shown in Table A. 

(2) The territorial constituencies into which the State of 

Manipur shall be divided for the purpose of elections 
to the Legislative Assembly and the extent of each 
such constituency shall be as shown in Table B. 

(3) Where the name of a constituency as shown in Table A 

or Table B is distinguished by the brackets and letters 
"(SC)” the seat in that constituency is reserved for 
the Scheduled Castes; and where such name is dis¬ 
tinguished by the brackets and letters "(ST)” the 
Tribes the seat in that constituency is reserved for 
the Scheduled Tribes.
